Monday, April IGth.

Tho act of 1878 
had been found to work 'well and the only 
ground that the legal fraternity could ob- 
ject to it was on account of its simplicity. 

Mr. Higgina thought tho present a most 
useful measure. It was nothing but right 
that companies shotild bo allowed to 
mortgage their pr"porty. They might as 
well prevent private parties from doing 
HO.

Ottawa, Ont, April 10. — Mr. .lainie- 
son's motion on prohibition was discussed 
for a couplo of hours this afternoon, he 
and Hon. David Mills being tho only 
spoakors. Mills charged that tha motion 
was piirposely dehtjred in order to avoid a 
test of the true feeling of the House on 
the (question. Jamieson retorted that if 
Mills had allowed the tislieries debate to 
tiniah on Friday night the House could 
have spent tho whole , of to-day on the 
prohibition question. The debate was 
adjourned. 

The tisheries' debate was resumed at 8 
o'clock by Mills, who belittled the treaty 
and held it was a bad give-away of Can- 
ada's case. Dr. Woldon, of Albert, made 
a brief but able speech, and recognized tho 
treaty as a sottlomont of a long-standing 
dispute. Sir liichard Cartwright said the 
govornment's policy was ono of brtig and 
bluster. He thought the time bad come 
when Canada should throw off Downing- 
stroot rule. Sir John said Cartwright has 
termed the government's polioy ono of 
brag and bluster, but ifc was all brag and 
bluster in his speech (laughter). Canada 
has received the greatest sujiport from Mr. 
Jo.seph Chainberlaia and Sir Lionel Sack- 
villo West at Washington, and if any hu- 
miliation had boon brought ujion the 
Dominion such was not due te the Mother 
Country, as Sir Oharleli''' Tupper wa.s pre- 
pared to accept his share of the rosjionsi- 
bility in regard to it. During the past 
few- years Canada had iiiado her own trea- 
ties and could rely upon the 
Mother Country for material, as 
woU as moral, support. Ho thought 
this treaty ono which might bo reasonably 
accepted by both countries; it was one of 
peace and ho hoped tho harbinger of years 
af friendly intercourao. He felt satisfied 
tho government of Canada would receive 
the blessing gonorally accorded to peace- 
makers. 

Tho Minister of tho Interior is conlined 
to his house through iudispo&ition. 

Lord and Lady Lansdowne give a fare- 
well ball on tho 26th inst. It will be a 
brilliant event. 

V deputation is expected hero to- morrow 
to urge government aid to the Nipissiiig A 
James Bay railway. 

Hon. Mr. Foster says it is not tho in- 
tention to appoint a magistrate to protect 
the fishery rights of the Pacific coast, 
fishery officers having already magisterial 
powers. 

This was the last day of inscribing ap- 
peals to bo argued at the next term of the 
suiirome court. There are throe election 
appeals; East Simooe, Maskiiioiigo and 
Haldimand; and one liritish Columbia ap- 
peal, Higgins vs. Walkom.

8:15 p.m. — At this hour, it is reported 
that tho Emperor has been attackfcd with 
pneunioiiia and is very weak. Towards 
evening ho was able to sleep a littlu but 
u itliiiul, improvement to his strength. A 
conference of tho Emperor's doctors 
which was hold last evening resulted in a 
unanimous decision that tlie fever and 
bronchitis from which the patient was 
suli'oring has undergone no change. 
Dr. Mackenzie suggested that the 
presence of tho abscess in tho vicinity of 
thu trachea was the cause of the excessive 
fever which had hertofore bafUed tho skill 
of the physicians. This morning Dr. 
Mackenzie e.'cpressud his belief that the end 
was nearing, and upon imparting his fears 
to thu Empress the latter sent an ui^ent 
suiniiions to the members of theroyid and 
imiiurial families to tho bedside of tho 
Kaiser. Crown Prince William was the 
first to arrive, he liaviiig ridden on horse- 
back at top speed from Berlin immediate- 
ly upon receipt of the message. Empress 
Augusta and other members of tho house- 
hold quickly followed Prince William, 
and Prince Bismarck, the last to arrive, 
was at the bedside within an hour. There 
is marked increased excretion of bloody 
mucus from the Eiii|)eror's throat and the 
swelling is making uniiiistakablo progress 
downward. 

Midnight — All the members of tbo im- 
perial family were summoned to tho bed- 
side of tho Emperor whose end it is feared 
is very near. 

Berlin, April 17—1 a.m. — The Emper- 
or is suffering from iiifl;imination of the 
lungs. The Emperor has signed un order 
appointing Crown Prince William to act 
as his representative.

communications, I again express the hope 
that the house will not yield to the de- 
mand of Ainsworth & Oo.

He is mnv bask- 
ing in tho bright sunny laud of harvests, 
where, amid tho golden grain and blue 
cornflowers, walk the muderri bards and 
sing. 



DEATH OP MATTHEW ARNOLD. 

Tho sad news that Matthew Arnold 
was stricken down by hoart disease at 
Liverpool on Sunday ovoniug, while 
awaiting his daughter's return from this 
continent, comes' as a great shock to 
all who had learned to lovo him for his 
broad humanity and to admire him for 
his great intellectual gifts. He was the 
eldest son of the late Rev. Thomas Arn- 
old, D.D., headmaster of Rugby, immor- 
talized by Thomas Hughes in that book 
beloved of all boys, especially collegians, 
"Tom Brown at Ilugby." This disting- 
uished sou was born in 1822 and was ed- 
ucated at Winchester, Rugby and Balliol 
college, Oxford. Ho was elected scholar 
of Balliol ill 1840, won the Nowdigatu 
prize for English verso in 1843, graduated 
in honors in 1844, and was elected Fellow 
of Oriel College in 1846. In 1847 the 
late Lord Lansdowne nominated him his 
private secretary, and he acted in that 
capacity till his marriage in 1851 with the' 
daughter of tho late Mr. .Justice Wight- 
man, wlien ho received an appoiiilmoiit as 
ono of the lay inspectors of schools, under 
the Committee of Council on Education, 
a ])oat which he resigned a few years ago. 
In 1848 tho "Str.\yed Reveller, and other 
Poems," signed "A," appeared, followed 
in 1853 by "Empedocles on Etna, and 
other Poems," with tlie same signature. 
In 1854 he published a volume of poems 
iu his own name, consisting of new pieces 
and selections from the two previoas.vol- 
umes. This was followed by a second 
series, when the first two volumes wore 
withdrawn from circulation. Mr. Arnold, 
who was elected Professor of Poetry at 
Oxford in 1857, published in 1858, 
"Merope," a tragedy after the antique 
with a preface, in which the principles of 
Greek tragedy are discussed, and 
in 1861, three lectures' "On Trans- 
Uting Homer," w.hieii ho had ' de- 
livered before tho University of Oxford. 
In the same year he published the records 
of the educational systems of France, 
Germany, and Holland, which he had 
previously submitted to tho Government 
in tho shape of a Report, having been 
sent in 1859 as Foreign Assistant-Com- 
missioner to tho CommissioiierH appt)iiituil 
to entiuiro into tiio state of popular edu- 
cation, to obtain furtlier inforiiiatiou re- 
specting tho various plana of education 
adopted in those countries. Mr. Arnold, 
who has contributed, both in prose and 
in verae, to periodical literature, collected 
and published in 1865 some of his 
prose contributions under the title «f 
"Essays in Criticism." Mr. Arnold again 
visited the Continent in 1865 to procure 
for the Royal Commission on Middle- 
Class Education infonnatioii respecting 
foreign schools for tho middle and upper 
classes and published in 1867 a 
volume on this subject. In tho same year 
he published "Lectures on the Study of 
Celtic Literature;" in 18^, . " New 
i^pema;" in 1869, a collected edition of 
his poems, and "Culture and Anarchy, an 
Essay in Political and Social Criticism;" 
in 1870, "St. Paul and Protestantism, 
with an essay on Puritanism and the 
Church of England;" in 1871, "Friend- 
ship's Garland; being tho Conversations, 
Letters, and Opinions of tho late Ar- 
minius, Baron von Thunder-Toii-Tron- 
ckh;" in 18713, "Literature and Dogma; 
an Essay towards a bettor Aiipreheiiaion 
of the Bible;" and in 1877 "Last Essays 
on,thO;Phur6h, i^ndj, Religion.'' t Inf,1807 
Mr. Arnold ceased- to -hold -the Poetry 
Chair at Oxford; in 1869 he received tho 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws from 
tho University of Edinburgh, and in 
1870 from his own University of Oxforil 
In the year 1871 tho Order of Commander 
of the Crown of Italy was conferred on 
hiu) by tho King of Italy, in acknow 
ledgment of his caro of the young Duke 
of Genoa, who lived in Mr. Arnold's 
family while pursuing iiis studios in Eni; 
land. Mr. Arnold's collected pooms wore 
reprinted in 1877, and again in 1881 and 
1886. He has edited the Prophecies of 
Isaiah, and selections from Wordsworth, 
Byron, Johnson and Burke. He pub- 
lished in 1879 a volume of mixed Essays, 
and in 1882 a volume bearing tho title of 
"Irish Essays and Others." On June 
14th, 1882, Mr. Arnold delivered at Cmii- 
hridgo tho annual Redo Lecture, his sub- 
ject lioing "Literature and Soionco. " In 
fho summer of 188;J he was made a 
Doctor of Laws at Cambridge, and in tho 
autumn of that year he visitod tho United 
States ftnd delivered fchero three iDii- 



KAMLOOPS AS A POET UF ENTllY. 

Mr. W. G. Parmaleo, Assiatant-Coni- 
missioner of Customs, thus reports in 
regard to Eamloops with a view to seeing 
whether the requirements of the place 
would justify its being made an outpost of 
customs: "Tho place is evidently one of 
importance, being so situated as to cnui 
iiiand t)io trade of a largo siuTouiulinj 
country, wliicli, tliougli sparsely pii[)u 
lated, is growing. It is the |)ropor outlet 
and distributing point for the mining 
districts reached by tiie North Tlioiupson, 
as well as for those south, and the graismg 
and farming regions of the Siinilkameen 
and the Spallonicheen reaehing north to 
the Okanagon. The town is rapidly ini' 
proving, a large number of buildings 
having been erected within tho past year. 
Upon cn(|uiry and cxaniiiiatii lu of the 
books of .Sdine of the pi'iocip.il iiiercliants 
of tlio jilaco 1 came to the cniicluHiou that 
the duties on goods imported during tlie 
past j'car must have amounteil to between 
.^;i),000 and .?10,00U, the paynieutof which 
is a matter of much trouble and incon- 
venience to the importers — the larger 
part of the goods being entered at Vic- 
toria, Vancouver and Calgary, all of 
which ports ore so far away as to frequent- 
ly cause vexatious delays in getting the 
goods passed. Wliile being opposeil on 
general principles to the creation of in- 
land ports or outposts, yet while such con- 
tinues to be the practise I would consider 
the claims of Kamloops ([uito ,'is reaaunablu 
— perhaps more so — than the majority of 
places which have been made oiit|)i)sts. " 
Mr. Parmalee is further of the opinion 
that the ex-postmaster, Mr. Venn, would 
niako an excellent sub-collector .in the 
event of Eamloops being made a port of 
entry. 

THE MAIL CONTRACT. 

Indirectly British Columbia is inter- 
ested iu the contract for canying the At- 
lantic, mails, inasmuch as an accelerated 
service will mean the shortening of the 

time occupied in making the jouniey be- 
tween the world's metropolis — London, 
■and Victoria. A few weeks .ago the Do- 
minican government advertised for toiiders 
for carrying the mails to and from (ireat 
Britain under a ten year's contract, it be- 
ing stipulated that a hotter class of vessels 
and of greater speed than those now in 
use, must be placed on the route. Three 
tenders have been sent in, and after duly 
considering thtim the government has de- 
cided to extend for one year longer tho 
present contract, held jointly by the Al- 
lan and Dominion lines. Tho govern- 
ment is desirous of procuring the very 
best service that can be obtained, it is 
thought that this can bo acom[)lislied by 
obtaining a class of high .sjn'cd boats 
which will make a specially of carryiiig 
mails, passengers, and the lighter class of 
express freight, leaving the carrying of 
general freight to the regular freight 
steamers. No doubt tho government will 
be able in the course of a year to make 
such a contract as will meet the views of 
tho traveling public, and at the same time 
have a service equal to tho fast lines now 
running between Liveriiool and Now 
York. At the pveaciit time a vessel is 
being built on the Clyde which her de- 
signer says will sjieed at the rato of lifty 
knots an hour, and in view of tho revolu- 
tion which is now in progress in regard to 
ocean travel it would be absurd to hind 
(mrselves for ten years to a lifteou or 
twenty knot service when in three or 
four years time some of the New York 
lines may be ploughing the Atlantic at 
the rate of twenty-five or thirty knots an 
hour.

REVENUE AND EXPENDITUliE. 

The returns of tho revenue and expen- 
diture for tho nine months of tho current 
fiscal year have just been made up by the 
Finance Department. Thoy are of a 
most encouraging and satisfactory char- 
acter. Iu the month just dosed the 
public receipts aggregated $2,829,917, as 
against 82,894,419 in March of last year, n 
slight decroaao, but for the nine months 
of the current fiscal year which huve 
elapsed a substantial gaiu has been 
made, tho rovonuo reaching ?25,70U,OO0, 
as compared with a toUl of 825,089,000 in 
the corresponding period of tho preceding 
fiscal year, an increase of over six 
hundred thousand dollars. On the other 
hand the expenditure shows an important 
reduction, being $1,349,000 last mouth 
and 623,670,000 for the nine months, as 
compared with §23,873,000 for tho like 
period of last year, a decrease of two 
hundred thousand. Tlio not result is a 
surplus to date of more than two million 
dollars, wliile at the close of March last 
year the surplus was only $1,200,000. 
Tho figures promise a handsome balance 
on tlie right side at the close of the fiscal 
period. 

THE WEST INDIAN ISLANDS. 

A kindred subject to that of New- 
foundland which is looming up again is 
the confederation of tho West Indian 
Islands with tho Dominion. Three years 
ag<i it will bo remembered delegates from 
,lamaica visited (Ottawa with a view to 
sounding the Governnient as to what 
terms Canada would offer the big island 
of the Gulf of Mexico to outer the con- 
federntiun. At that time there api)oared 
little disposition on either side to do any- 
thing mure than talk, but it is stated that 
.Jamaica has once more made overtures 
and that correspondence has been going 
on in regard to the matter for st)iuo time 
past. Anyway the suject is likely to be 
discussed in tho House before long as 
(General Laurie has given notice of mo- 
tion for a return of all tho conespondonce 
bearing upon tho matter. There is no 
doubt but that the union of .Jamaica and 
tlio other West Indian Islands belonging 
to Great Britain would be vastly appre- 
ciated by the people of the Maritime 
Provinces as they would then bo able to 
exchange their fish for sugar, the staple 
industry of the islands. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Thk Montreal Witness published an- 
other census of the church attendance lost 
Sunday, at both Catholic and Protestant 
churches. The Catholic population of the 
city is estimated at 150,000 and 111,473 
attended church; while the Protestants 
number about 50,000, and only 31,175 
wont to church. The figures are causing 
a great controversy in religious circles.

in consonance with the best tendencies of 
nineteenth century civilizaiiioin. The Bour 
laiiger sentiment means revenge, the re- 
gaining of Alsace and Lorraine by war — 
/. e., by wasting treasure, by spilling 
blood, by making desolate and wretched 
thousands of |)eacoful and happy homes. 



THE CUSTOMS ACT. 

Hon. Mackenzie Bowell has just intro- 
duced into the Commons an iinporbint 
measure to amend the Customs Act. Jt 
provides for tho appointment d! a board 
of customs, consisting of tlio coniiui.ssiiin- 
er and assistant ciiimnis.sioner of customs 
and the Dominion appraiser to by t\p- 
pointed under the amended act. This 
board is to determine the rato of duty 
payable on any goods, concerning which 
there is a dispute, and to consider and 
determine disputes of all kinds which may 
arise in carrying out the provisions of the 
Customs Act. Dominion custums ap- 
praisers to ba a])poiiitcd will have juris- 
diction in all ports of Canada. Attempts 
at smuggling are made punisliahle by for- 
feiture of goods and a sum eipial to thuir 
value in nddition, iind also on couvictioii 
before; two juBtices of tho peace to a line 
of not more than §200 or less than ,<iuO or 
to imprisonment for not more than a year 
nor less than ono mouth, or to both. Any 
person sending false invoices with goods 
brought into Canada shall thereby forfeit 
all claim to payment for such goods, and 
any bill of oxchango hold for payment of 
Hamo flhall cease to bo collectable. It is 
enacted that the Governur-iii-council may 
from time to time make such regulations 
as may seem needed concorning the trans- 
fer of goods through Canada in bond, 
riioso aro a fow of tho more important 
prorisions of tho bill, which is vory 
lengthy and mainly devoted to making

A couple of ip^'ars, one long aiid one 
■hoi-ter, roade' the oquipment of the 
tigrero. Their dogs were big, slouoli- 
ing. light-oolorod animals, wore evi- 
dently related related to the coyoto. 
Dangerous rather than sav.ago, not 
prone to bark, they perform the rolo of 
house dogs badly. The Don lissured us 
that puppies will not bark at sill unless 
taught by others. But tlioy learn at 
once, thus differing froth the thorough- 
bred coyote, which can only Howl and 
whimper in the first geneniitioa of 
'''ddnietticity, and seldom succeeds in 
learning a true bark until the third. 

We asked why one dollar was granted 
for A slai^lpjUiSia,' and but tifty cents 
for a jaguar, seeing tiiat the latter ani- 
mal is 'so' muoh more dangerous and 
deMriletJ^ve.' It appears that, in the 
fashion of hunting to which these In- 
dians obstinately' adhere! the los.s ter- 
rible beast causes the greater loss of 
life. Tigreros go in couples, the hoad 
man in advance with hi.* two spoars, 
the subordinate following with hi.s 
jnaclieto or ciioppin^-kiiifo. Tho jaguar 
is easily tracked, iiiul dooa not go fnr 
when rou.sed. So soon an it is thor- 
oughly conveyed to his mind that these 
intruders wish to .soo him personally he 
turn.s witli a roar that always gives 
uuftieioiit warning to such practiced 
shikaris. A inoniuiit aflerwanl lio 
ooinos trotting up. Tlio foremost In- 
dian kneol.s, holding a spear in cilhcn- 
haiid, the long one fiirlherost out — liis 
companion statid.s at the side. Tlic 
jaguar does not ])auHe, but gathorin:.r 
iiimsolf up, cleaves the air in-a migliiy 
bound, his fore legs wide asunder an^l 
claws hooked to rend. Very seldom 
docs it happen tliat tho longspeavs fails 
to transfix lii.s unpi otoctud chest,- or the 
shorter one liis tliroal. 

Such is not tho puma's conduc 
When disturbed he skulks swif l 
tlirough the l)ru.sliwood, and comnionl 
escapes. In following a jaguar (lo^ 
arc seldom hurt, for he disrngani 
them, and they have uo need to \>vtts 
him. But the puma turns constantly 
ma.'.saores a liound, and speeds o: 
»gain. Even if wounded he is slow t' 
stand; but wlien brought to bay at 
length it is a more deadly risk to fi:> < 
him. For this combat the spears ai > 
usele.ss. Springing witli his ])au ■ 
crossed, the puma would dash tl)(!r. 
aside. His feet firmly planted, knil' 
in his left hand, maelictc in his rigln 
the Indian slunds forward. He iia-- 
one blow, in midair. If it fails — if tip 
skull bo not cleft like an apple— brul' 
and man roll over in iiiduoiis embrace. 
At such a time thii comrade seldom 
wanted in jaguar hunting would ba in- 
Tftluable. But when an Indian sets oui 
intentionally to track a puma he goes 
alone. So did his fathers and so docs 
ho. 

Very, very rarely a jaguar springs 
with his paws erossed, and then tlicre 
is wailing in the tigrero's hut. For the 

spears upon which he relied are twistcil 
from his grasp, and tlio huge beast 
fulls n:-on him kneeling. If the com- 
padrc with tlie machete be true the ti- 
ger has probably two victims instead 
of one. The single chance of tluiso 
poor Indians lies with their dogs, aM<l 
it is but a very small one. Jaguars 
-M'ith this uncomfortable habit ari< 
scarce, liowovor — if it bo more than an 
accident. None of tin; ranchero's In- 
dians ha<i seen a case, though that fact 
proves little. Witnesses of the phe- 
> noniunon rarely survive. — Bclgravia.

The bov 
ioolcrd up into Mr. Lincoln's face ani. 
replied: ".Somewhat!" Both I and my 
friend wore hoiTified; she, a Southern 
woMian, fearing we would b» arrested, 
and I, that I would fail in getting my 
boy's appointment, but Mr. Lincoln 
' oiiiy laughed and said: "1 guess there 
are a good many somewhata." 

Just as we were about to withdraWi 
wishing to exprosB my thanks "for his 
courtesy, I saul: "O, Mi-. Lincoln, you 
do not know how much I shall prize 
your autograph, and if you only get us 
out of this war it will be over very 
precious." I shall never forget his 
earnest; careworn, yet hopeful expres- 
sion of countenance as he replied: 
"You pray for me and I will do the best

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 7:50 
o'clock. 

SCHOOL ACT' AMKNli.MENT BIIL. 
Hon. Mr. Ruh.^oii in moving tho second 
reading of this bill brielly explained tho 
principal [irovisions of each section of the 
act, pointing out. the necessary alterations 
and changes eonsidereil neees.sary under 
the present school system, 'rhe principal 
section in tho bill was sec. 10, which pro- 
vides that tho municijialitios of 'Van- 
couvor. Now Westniinstor, Nanaiino and 
Victoria would bo called upon to contri- 
bute a quota towards the support of the 
free schools, as it was considered the ex- 
pense was becouiiug too heavy to bo alto- 
gether Ixjrne by the provincial treasury. 
It would bo aeon that the cost of educa- 
tion had cre])t up and up until it now 
reached what might be termed tho alarm- 
ing sum of $111,000 a year. Now, it w.is 
doomed that this tax uinui the pro\ iiicial 
revenuo should be reduced tip alinul ,^5100,- 
000, by making these four nuuiiripalit ics 
bear a small ()roi)urtioii of the total cost 
—about .^11,000. It was thought .advis- 
able to proceed slowly in the direction of 
taxing tho municipalities, and as a first 
step these four wore Ui be taxed to tho 
ar.munt named. It was proposed to estab- 
lisha high school in Vancwuvcron thesamc 
linos as in Nanaiinoand New Wuslminster. 
Ho need not toll Imn. nuunbeis that tliero 
was a decided hn.stility shuwii tu this jiro- 
liiisilidii by these four cities; but this 
should ncjt be, especiallj in Victoria. He 
might add, tli.at in the future these muni- 
cipalities would only bo required to con- 
tribute ono-third of the teachers' salaries; 
and it was also proposed to intiddnco an 
amondmcnt to make it optional with these 
inuiiici])alities to impose :i (v.c nprui schol- 
ars entering the high su! 1. It «,is time 

some steps sliduld be taken In relieve tile 
public treasury of tliis iiit rcasing burden, 
and there eouki be no hardship in asking 
wealthy municipalities liko 'V'ictoria to 
boar a small share of the cost of education ; 
ho felt sure hon. members would aeo the 
fairness of this, and referred to the ad- 
mirable school system of Ontario, which 
had no aujierior in the world, to show 
that the poorer districts riiceived 
substantial aid from the governmei.t. 
He hoped hon. members would take a 
broad and liberal view of the matter and 
educate their constituents up to tho neces- 
sity of relieving tho provincial revenuo of 
the total cost of education. Notwithatand- 
ing tho hostility shown he hoped all would 
be prepared to show they were siillicieiitly 
uiisellish to aid the sinalloutlyiiig districts 
to obtain the means of cduciting their 
children. He referred to the system of 
education now in vogue in this province, 
»nil hoped it would always continue as 
successful as it had proved in the past. 
He thorefiu'e moved the secmid reading of 
the bill, which could be more fully dis- 
cussed in committee. (Ajiplause. ) 

Mr. Beaven thought the bill w.as a 
direct blow at the school system .and tho 
iiiuiiicipalitiea alike. The bill was simply 
a raid upon tho municip.alities. As a rop- 
resontaiive of Victoria city ho wod ptrtrnf- 
ly opposed to this proposed tax. Tho 
city of Yictcjria recogni;'.ed the fact that 
the province was a largo country wdiicli 
required developing, and when Victorians 
wanted anything in tho shape of impi'ove- 
meiita they preferred to tax thomselvea. 
It was true that the cost of education was 
increasing, but it was not' fair to single 
out certam municipalities to boar a share 
of the burden. The bill contained narrow 
instead of broad and patriotic views, and 
could only bo termed a highw.iyimin's 
grab upon the roveiiues of the municipal- 
ities. He hoped the bill would not pass, 
and ho intended to vote against the sec- 
ond reading. 

Col, Bakor thought the bill was intend- 
ed to aill the outlying districts, which had 
to coiiti ibule their full share of taxes to 
the revenue, yet wero debarred ivom the 
.same educational advantages as Ihe nioiv 
]>o],uloua districts. Instc'id of tlio bill 
i)eing a higliwayniau's act, as it was 
termed by the hon. tho leader of the op- 
positicui, it was in reality an act of public 
benefit. With regard to the higher 
schools ho would liko to boo the same sys- 
tem hero as prevailed in England, whicli 
made the high sclioids self-supporling ami 
tho parents of tho piijiilshad to contribute 
towards the expense of their support. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Mr, Thomson would support the second 
reiiding of the bill; but was opposed to 
section 10, because the municipality of 
Nanaiino was too poor to stand this tjix, 
and judging from tho expression of opin- 
ion in his district, he felt that if this sijc- 
tioii passed the city of Nanaiino would 
surrender its niimicipal charter rather 
than pay the Uix. If \'ictoria wanted to 
nay its share towards tho educational sys- 
teni, well and good, but the rovonuo (jf 
Nanaima was too small to stand this heavy 
drain- about $2,000 a year— and the citi- 
zens of tint city would never oonseut to 
pay it. 

Mr. Semliii spoke against the bill, being 
particularly opposed to (.Miiploying toach- 
ers who had not passed an examination 
hero. Tho government, no doubt, would 
carry tho measure; but ho hoped an 
ainondiiient would he inserted preventinff 
tho employment of teachers wdio had not 
passed the necessary examinations. 

Mr. I\larfiii was astonished somewhat 
at l.li'j remarks of tho senior member for 
Yale, because ho must bo aware of the 
feeling in connection with this matter that 
existed in the Yale district. Tho acstion 
of his colleague was very iiiuoiisiHtent, be- 
cause some two years ago bo had intro- 
duced a bill into the house to give admit- 
tance into tho legal pi'ofession of a 
gentleman who had no experience, and 
had not served his time in an oliice, .is is 
required from other men desirous of being 
called to the bar. Tho leader of the oji- 
[Kisitioii named the act tho "Higliwayiiian 
.Act." Well, the act wliieli this one is 
aiuending ia far more deserving of the 
mime, because it draws frcjiii one of the 
most imiiortant districts of the jiroviiice 
a very large revenue for school jmrpoaos 
and gives nothing in return. He was 
sorry to boo that tlicro was no provision 
made for an examination to be held in the 
interior for tho teachers who reside there 
and who feel it a very heavy tax on their 
small salaries to have to come to Victoria 
to pass their yearly cxamiimtioii, but he 
Iiopod in tho near future to see legislation 
on the matter, even if it difl'erod from the 
Bystoni in Ontario, lie considered it a 
step in the right direction, aa it was a 
coinmonnomenb,to reduce tho cost of odti- 
catioii, and he should give tho second 
reading of tho bill his support. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he had encouraged 
tho bringing forward of this bill and it 
would receive his warmest sujiport. II o 
was fortified in liis position by tho 
knowledge that the board of school 
trutteea hnd urged its being brought for- 



ward, the efiect of tho present syatom be- 
ing to prevent tho very best men from ac- 
cepting positions as toachora, because 
univeruity graduates did not care to have 
to pass examinations hold here, and the 
provisions of the bill go as far as thoy 
ought towards the examination of univer- 
sity men. As the bill went through com- 
mittee ho would diacuaa it further. 
He felt perfectly satisfied the peo- 
ple of Victoria wero in favor of tho 
measure, for if thoy wore not they would 
very soon find tho moans of making 
known their disapprobation. As it was, 
the only hostility shown was by a fow 
articles in an opposition newspaper, which 
as a matter of course opposed tho bill. 

Mr. Higgina said ho should voto for tho 
second reading of tho bill. Ho 
favored tho clause which proposed to 
throw a i)art of the cost of supporting the 
schoolson districts that enjoyed the bene- 
fit of high schools. In Esquimalt district, 
within ,a mile and a (piarter of tho city 
limits, there was a locality (Vict(jria West) 
where there were u l cliildren of school ago 
who were destitute of the means of pro- 
curing education, except that furnished 
by a gentleman who had philanthropically 
opened a private school in a dwelling. He 
took charge of a few and the rest had to 
walk to Victoria to got an education. In 
two other localities in his district children 
were taught in dwellings because tho gov- 
ermeenr, could not all'ord to build school 
hoiisi\s. Was it right that tho iiiuMicipal- 
ities should luxuriate i)i educational facili- 
ties while outside districts could not pro- 
cure the commonest iiecossariea / With 
respect to the clauso not requiring grad- 
uates of universities to pass examinations 
he would consider it in committee. Ho 
was inclined to weigh it carefully bocuuao 
he bad been urged to do so by tho city 
trustees; personally, however, he was not 
ill favor of the ehango. Ho believed pub- 
lie ojiinion in Victoria was in favor of tho 
bill ; if it was not, why had not the city 
council opposed the bill ? 

Mr. Grant thought that before bringing 
in such a bill aa tjie present one, tho 
municipal council should have at lirst 
been consulted. He was opposed to the 
bill because it jn'oiinsed to tax the people 
of A'ictoria, who alrimdy contributed 
about S20,000 a year to tho revenue of 
the country in the way of registry foes, 
etc. He would voto against the second 
reading of the bill because ho felt 
it was an iiijiistiee to the . four niuni- 
cip.ilities proposed to be taxed. 

Hon. Mr. \'ornou said it was the duty 
of trustees to make suggestions such aa 
had boon made in the present instance. 
The hon. member for Oassiar seemed to 
conlino himself to a municipal view of 
the (piestimi, instead of looking at it from 
a |irovincial standpoint, lie had eom- 
p.irod the revenues expended with those 
ivceiveil from certain districts. Such 
iiarrow-iiiiiided viows of provincial mat- 
ters should not prevail. The monies re- 
ceived did not belong to districts — they 
belonged to the province, and were ex- 
pended where required. If a policy wore 
followed of expending monies according 
to the contributions of districts, those in 
wdiicli a small revenuo was collected 
would sillier. Tako Coniox for instfuico. 
It contributed perhaps SIOOO and four or 
live thousand dollars were expended. In the 
intorestsof thedevelopmentof tho province 
as a whole, isolatod districts hod to be 
encouraged. The hon. leader of the op- 
position claimed that it was a blow at the 
educational system, but he (Mr. Vornon) 
thought it (piite tho reverse. It was sug- 
gested that the province be divided into 
municipalities, but in so scattered a coun- 
try as this it was ii.qKjssible to do so. We 
had to deal with tho country aa it was. 
So far as the high schools are concuriied, 
ho though that there wore many people 
who sent I heir (diildreii to the high school 
who would bo gl.id to p.iy for them — they 
scut tliem there because they re- 
coived tho iioat kind of educa- 
tion. But they could not j)ay. He 
thought it was but right that the munici- 
palities should contribute towards sustain- 
ing the system as it now was, for porhapa 
if there was not some change made, the 
membership of the houso might brush 
away the high school system altogether. 
He lioped hon. members would take a 
wide view on this matter. 

Mr. Duck was sorry that he could not 
support the bill in its entirely, but he had 
promised before his election as a suppor- 
ter of the government that ho would not 
favor any radical change in the school 
system. While voting for tho second 
reading of the bill bo would reserve his 
right to oppose clauso 10. 

Mr. Orr saiil, if the hon. member for 
Westminster city was here he was certain 
he would oppose the present measure, for 
four-tiftlis of his constituents wero op- 
posed to it. (Cries of no, no.) Tho dis- 
tricts outside municipalities received 
.s7,000 of the 8111,000 voted for educa- 
tion and with tho exception of Kamloops 
thoy would likely remain a long while 
without contributing tho ouo-third now 
jiropoaed to be placed upon tho present 
municip.'ilities. Tho hon. provincial secre- 
lary bad boasted that the British Colum- 
bia .'system of education was one of the 
linest on the continent. 

Hon. Mr. Robson— Aiid tiiis lis its only 
salvation (hear). 

Mr. Orr — It will prove its destruction. 
He would have to oppose tho second 
reading of the bill. 

Mr. Ladner supported tho remarks of 
tho previous speaker. If this bill passed 
it would bo inserting the thin edge of the 
wedgo, and he felt in time that all the 
municipalities would come under the act. 
He would oppose the second reading of 
the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said lio had not hoard 
one wind from bis conatitueiits against 
the bill. lie had spoken to a good many, 
but all coii.'fidered the bill a stop in the 
right direction. 'The time had come when 
the municipalities should hpl^) to bear the 
Hup]>ort of tho schools, because there were 
some districts now wl\ich had to contri- 
bute a full share towards tho support of 
the high aehoids, but could never lioi)o to 
(ditain any advantages tlierofroiii. He 
(pioted from tho Vancouver JJcrald to 
shox.' that that j)a])or was decidedly in 
favor of having the school system brought 
under the contirol of .the.munipipalittQB. 
He noticed that about 824,000 was down 
in the estimates to lio spent in Victoria 
for school jjuriioses which was not a bad 
showing, and tho city had very little to 
conqilaiii of in this direction. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. McLoose agreed with the proposi- 
tion to levy a-small fee inooiinectmn with 
the high school; but he did not agree 
with the mode projioHed to be adopted, 
making (ho nninicipaliliea contribute to 
the support of tho oilncatioiial ayatem. lie 
felt he eiuild not honestly siijiport the 
second rculing of the bill. (Derisive 
laughter. ) 'This chouse allowing strangers 
to enter tho province and accept positions 
as teachers was bad, because our younK 
men should be jirotocted. 

Hon. Mr. IXivio If you bo much want 
our young men iirotected why did you not 
»oto for the legal profosaiona' bill? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. McLeeao— Oh, well, I — ah, I— 
that ia a diiforent case altogether. (Loud 
and continued laughter, amidst which the 
hon. gentleman resumed hia seat being too 
disonncertod to proceed further. ) 

The queati(m was then put by Mr. 
Speaker and carried by a voto of 13 to 6.
